Nov. 25th, 1875. 


The News office has reason to feli- 
citate itself upon the success of its 
entertainment on Thursday evening. 
The objects of the entertainment are 
fully expressed in the welcome ad- 
dress of the Editor of the News, and 
it will be only necessary to say that 
the motives were fully understood 
and appreciated by the public. The 
alfair was a most happy and success- 
falone, The atiendance, embracing 
gentlemen of ail the professions, 
trades and avocations of the city, was 
very large, numbering between tive 


and six hundred persons. A bounti- 
fuland elegant supper, served in the 
printing room of the office turned for 
the nonce into a banqueting hall, 
was heartily enjoyed by the guests. 
The most perfect order and good liu- 
mor prevailed, ard the feast, inter- 
spersed with capital speeches, was 
kept up until alate hour. 

We will publish all the speeches, 
taking them intheorder in whieh 
they came. They were too numerous 
for one issue of our paper. We must 
not omit to notice the very hand- 
somemanner in which Major Seaton 
Gales acquitted himselfof his labori- 
ous duties as Master of Ceremonies, 
to Which post he lad been assigned 
by the Editor of the News. His tine 
voice, his easy manners, his /on- 
homeunie, proved him to be one made 
by nature as the “Master of the 
feast,”’

Necessity did not exist 
as a spur to energy. The pleasant 
dreams ofa life of ease were not rudely 
disturbed by the phantom of want, 
nor deformed with the visions of toil. 
But the close of a long disastrous war 
developed the wrecks of for.unes 
atrown every where in its track. Then 
came the necessity for work; and the 
true worth of Southern character 
was never so wellillustrated as when 
thesechanged conditions were accept- 
ed with cheerfulness, and the hours 
of careless indolence gave place to 
those of earnest labor. 

You see the results of this change 
around you in this beautiful city, 
grown to its rresent magnitude from 
the inconsiderable town of the days 
before the war. You see it in the 
elegant aud costly buildings which 
everywhere meet the eye. You see 
it in the introduction of public con- 
venienees and improvements which 
eonduce to the safety and comtort of 
your citizens. You see it in the ex- 
pansion of your railroad systems 
which broke in upon your primitive 
isolation and brought Raleigh in pro- 
mipnent connection with the restof the 
country. You see it in the growing 


mechanical and manufacturing in- 
dustries which is the beginning of 
that independence you must strive 
to achieve.

And to this trade perhaps more 
than anything else is due the rapid 
vrowth of the city. The energy and 
sagacity which have develo this 
busipess, and which have stimulated 
the industry of the surrounding re- 
gion until the country within a radi- 
us of thirty miles is one vast cotton 
field, must not and will not stop with 
present results. In past years, no 
one could have predicted the present 
magnitude of the cotton trade of the 
city. To-day, no one will be bold 
enough to define its future limits 
To make it what it should be. 
only calls for a continuance of 
the same sagacity ane the same ener- 
gies which now characterize your 
merchants, and a liberality which 
removes all obstacles and restrictions. 
I refer to the cotton business as at 
present the most prominent interest 
of the city. Yet not alone is this new 
aud important subject to be consid- 
ered. Cireat as it is, in a material point 
pardonable pride. cit 
inay make its boast she 4 
bar without a rival in the South. She 
is adorned with a clergy unsurpassed 
in eloguenci—better still in piety, 
Her medical faculty are distinguish- 
ed for learning and skill. Her me- 
chanics are uvrivalled in ingenuity. 
And with all these possessions to 
brighteu your present aud gild your 
future nothing is wanting to make 
your city truly the Capital of the 
State, to make it truly great, buta 
steady persisieuce inthe same ener- 
giesand a perfect unanimity of ac- 
tion in all that concerns the general 
welfare. Of this purpose. I think we 
have an assurance here to night by 
the presence of the representatives of 
all the professions and industries of 
the city. |

This, address was followed by Jno. 
Nichols,Esq., President of the Board 
of Trade, in the following manner : 


Mr. President :—It has been made 
my duty, in behalf of the Board of 
Trade of the eity of Raleigh, toreturi 
thanks for the handsome aud bounti- 
ful collation now spread before them 
by the liberal-minded and publie- 
spirited gentlemen connected with 
one of our most popular and influen- 
tial public journals; and also to ac- 
knowledge their appreciation of the 
handsome manner they have been 
welcomed by the gentleman who has 
just preceded me. 

The present occasion is well calecu- 
lated to suggest to our memory many 
of the incidents and much of the his- 
tory of the public press in our beauti-+ 
ful city for the last half century. 

Forty years ago, there were three 
Weekly papers published in. Raleigh 
—the cgister, the Standard and tue 
Star. Their joint circulation did not 
exceed, if it reached 6,000 copies 
weekly. About that time the old 
Buck-skin balis, remembered with 
but little affection by some of our 
veterans of the craft, were discarded 
and the roller substituted. Such a 
thing as a power press, or fast jobber, 
was entirely unknown. The press 
work was all done by haud, includ- 
ing the large editions of the public 
A token ap hour 
was good work, and few could do 


even that much, and none exceed it, 


unless it be those champions of the 
Press, Stephen (iales and Bob White, 
two worthy colored men, counected 
respectively with the offices of the 
Register and Star. 

‘The State Printer about that time 
received the amazing sum of 3900 per 
annum, (votenough to run a modern 
Daily a single month) with the high 
privilege of purchasing all the paper, 
and doing all the folding, stitching 
and binding himself. 

He did not of course amass a for- 
tune at such prices, but lost consid- 
erably by it. But he gained the 
honor of having. his journal called 
the State Gazette, and thus obtained 
some reputation as a personage of im- 
portance, and gained some patron- 
age by virtue of the reputation thus 
wen. 

(jradually the press rose ip impore 
tance and in intluence. By the close 
of ISd0, the year of 

‘Tippecanoe and Tyler too,” 


eirentation of the Raleigh papers 


inereased, 
tu tue political campaign of 1886, 
wien the people of North Carolina 


first voted for Governor, the Raleigh 


papers had hardly ever gone beyond 


the province of mere newspapers. 


At that period the politicians were 
above the newspapers, and used their 


columns chiefly for their circulars 
und addresses to the people. 


There have been changes since 


those days, and the press instead of 
being a mere vehicle for the dissem- 


ination of the news of the day, has 

become the great exponent of prin- 

ciple, and the'political educator of the 
onle. 

‘The honor of starting the first daily 
paper in Raleigh is due to my venere 
able friend who presides at the bead 
of the table this evening. The /e- 
yister Was Une first semi-weekly, and 
the Sfandard the next. 

The railroads greatly added to the 
cireuiation of Lie papers of Raleiadi, 
end the entire State. The building 
of the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad 
put Raieigi in direct communication 
with the elties of Virginia and the 
North, the building of the North 
Carolina Rail Road, a number of 
years after, put us in communication 
with South Carolina, Georgia and the 
great valley of the Mississippi. 

Calvin Graves and his casting vote 
by which the charter of the North 
Carolina Rail Road was secured, and 
the Standard aud Register, without 
whose influence it never would have 
passed, deserve the lasting gratitude 
of every patriotic citizen of Raleigh. 

The first power pre-s ever brought 
to Raleigh, was about the year 1550, 
and beiug at that time an apprentice 
in the office in which it was set up, 
I bad the bonor of being one of the 
first Raleigh boys who learned how 
to run a power press. In the same 
oftice were employed, as journeymen 
printers, Mr. John Spelman, now 
connected with the government 
building in this city, and Capt. W. 
W. White, our efficient and popular 
Register of Deeds.

Jobber was brought to Raleigh, It

The only one of the 
founders of these journals now living 
is Philo White, of New York. 

Joseph Gales, Senior, established 
the Raleigh Register, with its 


“Pians of fair delightfal peace,” 


about the year 1795. Soon after he 
establi the. National Intelligen- 
cer, at the Capital of the nation. No 
per, perhaps, ever wielded the in- 
uence in America Sthat the Jnte//i- 
gencer did. It had the confidence 
and support of such men as Webster 
aid Clay, Madison, Monroe and 
John Randolph of Roanoke, Badger 
and Masgum of ourown State, and 
a host ofethers, the great minds of 


‘that day. Joseph Gales, Jr., and W. 


W. Seaton, a son-in-law of the elder 
Gales, conducted the Jntelligencer 
for nearly a half century. 

The Raleigh Register passed into 
the hands of Weston R. Gales, and 
afterwards into the hands of his son, 
Major Seaton Gales, still an honored 
citizen of Raleigh. 

See the influence put in operation 
by one man—Joseph Gales, Senior, 
an influence thai will be felt as long 
as the people of America have the 
privilege of enjoying the blessings of 
a free goverument. 

It was arare thing to see a bale of 
cotton in Raleigh 35 years ago. 
Much of the cotton was picked from 
the seed by hand up to 1832; or by 
little rolling machines, then in use. 
The staple crop in those days, in this 
region was soine oats, some wheat 
and pork. There was also more wool 
and flax raised then than now. 

The invention of the cotton gin 
and the spindle have revolutionized 
the whole commercial, political and 
moral world. Two bright thoughts 
intwohuman minds have accom- 
plished more for mankind than the 
swords of many military chieftains. 

The cotton trade, to which our 
beautiful city owes much of its past 
and present prosperity, has been 
built up chiefly by the enterprising 
merchants composing our Board of 
Trade, 

lamnot sufliciently informed to 
give the figures but trust that some 
gentlemeu during the evening will 
vivea correct statement of the in- 
crease of the cotton trade in Raleigh 
during the last decade. 

know, however, that previous to 
the war there were but two or three 
gentlemen in this city engaged in the
